You are in the presence of a 
person who has suffered such an 
accident, and there is no doctor 
or anybody else around—what are 
you to do? Well, the first piece of 
advice I feel like giving is that of 
a famous old Dublin practitioner 
who wa- outlining his final testa­ 
ment of w isdom in the art of treat­ 
ment to a favorite assistant who 
was leaving him to go out to a 
wilderness of patient* of his own.

The tendency w hen a person ha* 
been knocked down or fallen off 
something and i» lying dazed in a 
heap is to display great activity 
when as a matter of wisdom mas­ 
terful inactivity is called for.
